Sir 
Gerald Woods Wollaston, sh pped to 
the balcony over the Friary Court, 
In a firm voice he proclaimed the 
41-year-old Edward, King, Emperor 
and defender of tile fa.th. 
M asts from silver trumpets rang 
; out as Sir Gerald, a member of the 
Heralds’ college, pronounced the re­ 
-sounding words: 
“God Save the King!’’ 
The throng stood silent. The bat- 
j tery of St. James’ park crashed out 
with the first of its .salute of 41 guns 
—one for each year of King Ed­ 
ward's life.
